troops except in the case of the 14tn 
New York regiment, which is to be 
held in service at its mobilization 
camp, pending the prevalence in that 
regiment of para-typhoid. 
"As soon as this can be safely done, 
this regiment also will be mustered 
out. 
Similar precautions should be 
taken with other organizations return- 
ing from the border, suffering 
from

"The troops affected are, three regi- 
ments from New York, two from New 
Jersey one from Maryland, two from 
Illinois two from Missouri, one from 
California, one from Oregon, one from 
Washington, and one from Louisiana.

Persian Gulf, its western boundary be- 
ing the Shat-o!-Arab, the great river 
formed by the combined waters of the 
Tigris and Euphrates, the right bank 
of which is in Turkish Arabia. Forty 
miles above where it flows into the 
Persian gulf the Shat-el-Arab is joined 
by toe Karun, and the town of Mo- 
hammerali stands at the junction ol 
the two rivers, the former a clear, 
green stream, the latter thick and red. 


In nnclent times the Karun flowed 


into the gulf, and part of the river 
still runs along the old channel, but 
the main stream has been diverted, 
three mile* above Moha::nmerah, into 
an artificial channel known geograph- 
ically as the HafEar canal.

State Charles Q. Hildebrant, S9on to 
be filed with Governor Wi\lis, it was 
learned here today. 
Ten years ago Ohio had only one 
divorce to every 12 marriages.

nual reports of the former secretaries 
show plainly the divorce evil is gain- 
ing ground pin Ohio .married life.

Hildebrant's report shows it Is the 
wife and nof; the husband, as gener- 
ally it is supposed, who soon tires of 
the marriage 'bond. 
For example: • Exactly 299 divorces 
were granted husbands last year on 
the ground that their wives had been 
unfaithful.
